Ile says 
that his opinion had been formed only 
after exhaustive Investigation and ob­ 
servations of conditions in this country 
and abroad 
Bishop Coleman said that a newspa­ 
per hostile to his views set on foot an 
inquiry In New York with a view of 
disproving his charge. Committees of 
impartial citizens went to the various 
fashionable hotels and women's res­ 
taurants, taking notes of the orders of 
women patrons. 
They found that to 
take wines, cordials, even whisky with 
one’s meals was an almost invariable 
rule among the wealthy and fashion­ 
able set. Not only thls.but n so-called 
tea rooms intoxicants were served to 
Women who ordered them without even 
the pretense of ordering a meal. 
"Intemperance among women, how­ 
ever,” said the bishop, “is not confined 
to the women of the wealthy and fash­ 
ionable clans. 
The use of stimulants, 
medicines, bracers, tonics and all simi­ 
lar devices serving as a mask for the 
liquor habit, Is bec'omlng more general 
among the middle classes. In England 
conditions are worse even then here.”

Bishop Coleman said that a newspa­ 
per hostile to his views set on foot an 
inquiry in New York with a view of 
disproving his charge. Committees of 
impartial citizens went to the various 
fashionable hotels and women’s res­ 
taurants, taking notes of the orders of 
women patrons. 
They found that to 
take wines, cordials, even whisky with 
one’s meals was an almost invariable 
rule among the wealthy and fashion­ 
able set. Not only this,but n so-called 
tea rooms intoxicants were served to 
women who ordered them without even 
the pretense of ordering a meal. 
■‘Intemperance among women, how­ 
ever,’’ said the bishop, "is not confined 
to the women of the wealthy and fash­ 
ionable class. 
The use of stimulants, 
medicines, bracers, tonics and all simi­ 
lar devices serving as a mask for the 
liquor habit, is becoming more general 
among the middle classes, in England 
conditions are worse even then here.”
